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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supplied  to  the  district  from  Leicester  Corporation 
sources'  has  been  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

No  houses  in  the  district  are  without  a  mains  supply  of  water 
within  the  premises. 

2.  SEWAGE-  DISPOSAL 

The  new  sewage  disposal  works  was  completed  during  the  year. 
During  its  commissioning  trials  difficulties  have  been  experienced 
with  the  control  of  sludge  pressing.  The  effluent  has  never  been 
consistently  within  Royal  Commission  limits  although  the  filter 
beds  show  excellent  nitrification. 

The  sme.ll  produced  during  sludge  conditioning  operations  is 
pervasive  and  the  problem  of  its  elimination  has  not  yet  been 
solved. 

The  regular  24  hour  swabs  in  the  main  effluent  drain  have 
shown  salmonella  organisms  on  very  few  occasions. 

3.  CESSPOOLS  AND  CLOSETS 

There  are  five  pail  closets  and  thirteen  cesspools  within 
the  district.  4887  water  closets  serve  all  other  houses. 

4.  DEFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  refuse  collection  fleet  comprises  two  Shelvoke  &  Drewry 
fore  and  aft  tippers,  one  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  Pakamatic,  one  open 
Karrier  for  special  collections  and  a  power  shovel  for  tip 
control. 

A  weekly  collection  service  is  maintained. 

Trade  refuse  is  also  collected  weekly  and  all  bins  after  the 
first  charged  at  l/-  each.  More  frequent  collections  can  be 
arranged  and  are  charged  for  on  a  tine  and  labour  cost  basis. 

Tipping  space  is  restricted  and  methods  of  processing  refuse 
are  being  studied  by  officers  and  councillors.
